No  flower  garden  is  complete  without  its  quota  of  Regal  Lilies.  We  think  this  is  the  best  thing  in 
the  way  of  flowers  ever  brought  to  this  country.  It  is  perfectly  hardy,  a  consistent  bloomer  and  grows 
rapidly.  The  lilies  in  bloom  are  wonderful.  They  throw  off  a  very  heavy  and  delightfully  sweet-scented 
odor.
